AN AWFUL CRIME. 


Win. Jennings Charged With Bemoving 


Spike* and Bolta From a Central 


Heil.-Now in Jail. 


Passenger train 
No. 3 on the 


Central road is due here at 1:40 
in the morning, and after leaving 
Amherst Junction no stops are made 
until the train reaches this city. 
This train is run very fast, and be- 
tween Stockton and the Plover river, 
one mile east of the yard, there is a 
slight down grade all of the way. 
At 


no place on the line does the fast 
express run any faster than over the 
territory above 
described. 
Before 


reaching the Plover bridge, Tuesday 
morning, Engineer Schell 
noticed 


someone waving a signal to stop, and 
he did so as quickly as possible, but 
the train could not be brought to a 
stop until after it had passed over 
the bridge to the west. 
Conductor 


Buckstaff and other train hands then 
jumped off to ascertain what was the 
nmtter, and were met by Wm. Jen- 
nings, who stated that three tramps 
had removed' spikes and bolts from 
one of tbe rails on the east side of the 
river, that he had got into a flght 
with the tramps and after driving 
them off had signaled the train, hop- 
ing to stop it before reaching the 
spot. 
Sheriff Wheelock was aboard 


the train, being on his way home from 
Waukesha, and he with the conductor 
and others went back to the place 
where Jennings claimed the foul work 
was done. It proved only too true, 
and after a short stop, the sheriff, 
together with Brakeman Grumbling, 
volunteered to remain and fix up the 
track while the train came on to this 
city. An examination showed that 
all of the spikes on the outside of a 
rail, on the north side of the track, 
had been removed, together with 
three of the four bolts which pass 
through the flsh plates, where the 
rails are joined. The rail was still 
in place, with the nails and bolts 
resting upon the ties, but how it 
remained there, with nothing to hold 
it. is a mystery, one of the unexplain- 
ablc works of Divine Providence. 


Here were also found tliree wrench- 


es, a monkey wrench, a chisel and 
track bar, tools that are used i n track 
and railroad work and which had been 
stolen from the Central company. At 
this point there is a fill of from twen- 
ty to twenty-flve feet. The train con- 
sisted of a baggage car, smoking car, 
two first-class coaches and two sleep- 
ers. 
These cars were all well filled 


with passengers, from one to two 
hundred people being on board, and 
if the engine and cars had left the 
track and gone over this high em- 
bankment, it is doubtful if a single 
person would have been left to tell 
the tale. 
Who can imagine the 


horror that would have followed ? 
Blood in the veins of one who has a 
single spark of humanity left, must 
almost chill when he contemplates 
the terrible result! 


As the train started away from the 


bridge after its stop, Sheriff Wheelock 
noticed two men on the rear platform 
of a car. At the point of a revolver 
he compelled them to jump off, think- 
ing they might have had something 
to do with this dastardly work, but 
they proved their identity and were 
allowed to go. Jenning's story is to 
the effect that at a late hour in the 
night he noticed the switch-light at 
the east end of the yard, near the 
stock yards, was turned the wrong 
way. 
He made an investigation, 


only to find three tramps, whom he 
followed toward the Plover river, be- 
lieving that they were bent upon mis- 
chief. After crossing the Plover, he 
came upon them doing the work above 
described, and in the flght that fol- 
lowed his coat was nearly torn from 
his body, while the tramps fared still 
worse. 
After breaking his crutch 


(Jennings is a cripple, who walks 
with the aid of a crutch) upon the 
head of one of them, the three train 
wreckers were forced to fly, leaving 
behind some of their clothes. 
These 


clothes were found near the track. 
About this time the west bound 
passenger train came in sight, and 
Jennings made the attempt to stop 
it, taking oft his colored shirt and 
holding a burning match behind it so 
as to quicker attract the attention of 
the engineer. 
His story, however, 


was not believed, and he was taken in 
charge by Sheriff Wheelock. There- 
after a warrant was sworn out charg- 


ing Jennings with having wilfully, 
maliciously and unlawfully taken out, 
pulled and removed tbe spikes and 
bolts as above set forth. 
The place 


where this work was done was just 
375 feet east of the bridge, on one of 
the highest embankments on this di- 
vision of the Central road. 


Jennings was arraigned 
before 


Judge Murat yesterday 
afternoon, 


and after a plea of not guilty, tbe ex- 
amination was set for next Saturday 
forenoon at 9 o'clock. Bail was placed 
at $500, but this he was unable to 
give, and will remain in Jail. Wm. 
Jennings has lived here for about six 
years, is a married man, with a fam- 
ily, residing in the 5th ward. 
He 


clerked for the H. D. McCullcch Co. 
for a time, and thereafter while em- 
ployed by the Central company, some 
three years ago, met with an accident, 
from which he has been a cripple ever 
since. 
It is understood that the 


proof that will be introduced to show 
his guilt is very strong, he being seen 
going up and down the track several 
times during the night, while the 
only footprints about the place where 
the rail was tampered with, were the 
ones made by him. 


"Well Attended Schools.

The same can be said of all 
departments, except possibly those in 
the First ward, where the sanitary 
condition of tbe school is such that a 
number of parents have decided to 
not allow their little ones to attend. 


BOTH ARE DISCHARGED. 


Unable to Show Proof in the Alleged Poi- 


BoniHK Case, and Both Priionen 
. 
Discharged. 


Last week an account of an alleged 


poisoning case in the town of Stevens 
Point and the arrest of Jacob Wis- 
niewski and Mrs. Andrew Michalski, 
charged with the crime, was given in 
these columns. The latter was the 
wife of the party supposed to be poi- 
soned. The following testimony was 
heard by thecoroner'sjury on Tuesday 
forenoon, and thereafter the jury ren- 
dered a verdict that they find no evi- 
dence of poisoning, and that the de- 
ceased came to his death from causes 
unknown : 


Peter Ludzinski, a brother-in-law 


of the deceased Michalski, testified 
that he had a dream that the Sheriff 
had taken Mrs. Michalski, and the 
woman had confessed to poisoning 
her husband. 
He told another party 


of his dream. 
Don't know how 


Michalski came to his death. Was 
there when man died. Got there just 
before death. He was quiet. For a 
day or two before he talked to me 
about 
burning sensation 
in 
his 


stomach. 


John Pliska 
gave 
unimportant 


testimony, 
and J. 
W. 
Winkler 


was next sworn. After Michalski 
had been buried, Winkler said the 
woman asked him if body was to be 
taken up. She further said if "these 
American doctors" took body up they 
will find poison. Woman appeared 
frightened when they talked of dig- 
ging up corpse. 


Rev. Johimiack, pastor 
of 
the 


church at Mill Creek, was next put 
on the stand, and stated that in his 
opinion man wasn't poisoned, but 
that if he had been, the witness 
thought Mrs. Michalski had nothing 
to do with it, 


Casimir Tizinski testified concern- 


ing the rumors about the manner of 
Michalski's death but knew nothing 
personally. 


Mrs. A. Michalski, wife of the 


deceased, was next called, and tes- 
tified in substance as follows: Won- 
dered what Sheriff came to house for. 
Was crying. Didn't think Sheriff 
was going to dig up corpse. Don't 
remember of talking to Winkler about 
it. 
Didn't say anything about 


American doctors. My sister, Mrs. 
Ludzinski and Mr. Ludzinski and 
another party were present when my 
husband died. He died very quietly. 
We had no doctor. 
We had no medi- 


cine and gave him none.

Much Property Destroyed In Thi* State 


and Kany People PerUh in 


Xinneaota. 


The people of tbe extreme northern 


part of this state have suffered greatly 
on account of the terrible forest fires 
that have completely wiped out sev- 
eral towns within the past few days. 
While the property loss is enormous, 
amounting into the millions of dollars, 
but few if any lives were lost in Wis- 
consin. In Minnesota, however, the 
situation is different, 
the latest 


estimate placing the number of those 
burned to death at 364. At Hlnck- 
ley, Minn., the number reported miss- 
ing is 200, and up to Monday night 
194 bodies had been picked up at that 
point. Sandstone, another Minnesota 
town that was wiped off the earth, 
reports a loss of 62, Miller 12, and 
Pokegama 28, besides nearly sixty-five 
at other points. Words cannot tell 
the story of death and destruction 
that is revealed to the traveler on the 
St. Paul & Duluth road from Mission 
Creek to two miles above the little 
town of Miller,or Sandstone Junction. 
Theawfulness of the desolation which 
strikes upon the eye of the observer 
as he reaches the camp which was 
once the town of Hinckley, is still 
more strongly impressed in his vision 
as be journeys northward. Monday 
morning the smoke lifted, revealing 
a landscape bare and black, the few 
standing trees being charred to a 
height of forty feet, while the ground 
was of that peculiar tint of brown 
sand mixed with gunpowder, for the 
grass had burned even to the roots. 
Here and there in the bleak and 
dreary stretches of country in what is 
now a great lone land, was seen the 
body of a deer, whose fleet feet had 
not been able to outrun the flames, or 
of a human being who had been 
absolutely powerless against the grim 
destroyer. 


The streets of Sandstone are only 


lined by sand heaps and ashes. 
In 


these lines laid forty bodies scattered 


random and twenty-two more were 


found afterwards in the outskirts of 
town and along the hollows and 
marshes 
towards the river banks. 


One of the marvelous circumstances 
of the fire was the escape of so many 
cattle and horses. Many were absol- 
utely unscathed, though no one can 
tell how they escaped the ordeal. 
Others were pitifully burned and steps 
have been taken to put them out of 
their misery. An estimate of the pop- 
ulation in the burned Minnesota 
towns is as follows : Hinckley, 1,000 ; 
Sandstone, 300 ; Mission Creek, 100 ; 
Brook Park, or Pokegama, 113 ; Part- 
ridge, 100. 


At Marengo, Wis., between Glid- 


den and Ashland, there are only two 
small buildings left standing. 
The 


long tressle work of the Duluth,South 
Shore & Atlantic railroad was among 
the first to go, and only the twisted 
rails lie in tortuous lines, marking the 
place where the immense piles once 
stood. 
The tressle was nearly fifty 


feet high and spanned nearly a mile of 
territory. Scores of settlers near Ash- 
land are left without the merest pit- 
tance to provide themselves shelter. 
Incendiaries have been at work ia 
Washburn endeavoring to aid in the 
general consternation. 
Five have 


been arrested and thrown in jail. 
Attempts were made Sunday night to 
Ore the Omaha depot at Ashland, but 
were discovered in time to prevent 
loss. 
Owing to burned bridges Wash- 


burn and Bayfleld are now receiving 
their mails by boat from Ashland, fer- 
ries carrying the pouches across Che- 
quamegon Bay. 


A Welcome Shower. 


This immediate section was visited 


by a most welcome rain shortly after 
one o'clock, last Monday afternoon. 
The rain fell quite heavily for from 
ton to fifteen minutes, and during the 
afternoon one or two slight showers 
followed. 
As this was the first rain 


we had had for six or seven weeks, it 
brought much good cheer. 
H seems, 


however, that tbe storm was local in 
its full sense, as its scope extended 
only a couple of miles south and about 
the same distance to the north. 
For- 


est and marsh fires wore checked 
wherever the rain fell, and theatmos- 
phere was immediately cleared of the 
heavy smoke that has caused so much 
inconvenience and distress for some 
time.

'rom 1800 to 1864, and served for a 
number of years as a member of the 
3oard of Normal School Regents. He 
las also held other offices of trust, 
being upon the Board of Education 
and Board of Supervisors. 
The Dr. 


s a widower, and has two daughters, 
Mrs. L. J. Bhoadcs, of Plamflcld, and 
Miss Ilattle Phillips. 


Was a Notorious Horse Thlel. 


A man named B. F. Landis visited 


Stevens Point a few weeks ago. He 
was selling cigars at the time, having 
a wholesale cigar and tobacco house 
at Oshkosh, and expressed a desire to 
remove his business to this city, if a 
suitable location could be secured. 
In this he was unsuccessful. Last 
Wednesday Landis was arrested by 
Ohio officials, who were armed with 
requisition papers, and taken back to 
that state. He Is one of the most 
daring horse thieves in the country, 
having been arrested In 1884 for that 
crime. 
While confined in the county 


jail awaiting trial, he escaped by 
sawing the bars of his cell, after only 
thirty days confinement. 
Search was 


immediately instituted for him, but 
no trace was found until 1886, when 
it was discovered that he was In tbe 
Ohio state prison serving a five years' 
sentence for horse stealing committed 
in Canton, In Stark county. After 
serving two years he was released on 
parole for the remainder of his term. 
This enabled him to avoid arrest on 
the former charge as he was still in 
charge of the state officials. 
In 18S)1 


the county officers were prepared to 
arrest him, but by some means he 
evaded arrest and fled from the state.

"1 did riot claim to be butter than the

Tho placing of tho 
lull upon the statute books ended one of 
the longest and most remarkable strug- 
gles in the iiarlinmontary history of tin- 
government.

The extraordinary 
ie«»ion of coutcre*8 wax called Aug. 7, 
1893, for the purpose of repealing the 
Sherman silver purchasing law. 


Two weeks later the ways and means 


committee of the house, with \\'il»ou of 
West Virginia us chairman,was appointed 
and almost immediately the work of fram- 
ing the Democratic tarill reform measure 
begun. Months were spent in the prepara- 
tion, and it was not reported until after 
the holidays during the regular session 
begin iiiiiu in December.

fairs, they will not titka the p»ius to con- 
sult them for information which ought to 
be faiuilUr to every one who ventures to 
d iscnss the question at all. They repeat- 
edly assert that during Husk's administra- 
ti on no state tax was levied and that dur- 
ing the first three years of Democratic 
rule the state tax levy was increased for 
each succeeding year. The fact is that no 
state tax has been levied for general state 
expenses since 1883 by any party. An 
educational tax has been levied by all 
parties for the past thirty years. Prior to 
It- Si no state tux was levied for the sup- 
port of the common schools of the state. 
By chapter 2S7 of the laws of 1885 a tax of 
1 mill on the dollar was levied for com- 
mon schools purpose. The proceeds of 
this tax is distributed annually to the 
various school districts of the state ac- 
cording to the number of scholars con- 
tained therein. The effect of this law was 
to relief school districts of the necessity of 
levying so large a district school tax as 
was formerly found necessary. 
It also 


served to equalize the tax burden by com- 
pelliug the richer counties to help main- 
tain the schools of the poorer ones. 


TAX FIXKB BY LAW. 


As this tax together with the annual 


levy provided by law for the state uni- 
versity is iixed at a certain percentum on 
the total valuation of the state, any in- 
crease of such valuation will result iu an 
increased amount to be returned to the 
counties for the support of the common 
schools and to maintain the university. 
Au increase of the state tax levy under 
thuso laws results from and is an incident 
of the increased valuation of the state. 
The only method by which state taxes can 
b,- reduced by tho administration officers 
of the state while the valuation of the tax- 
able property in the state remains un- 
changed is by transferring funds derived 
from other sources to the common school 
fund and to the university and normal 
school fund income and apply them to the 
support of these institutions. This has 
been done this year for the first time in 
the history of Wisconsin. 
The valuation 


of the state as determined by the state 
board of asseRimeut for 1894 is ?COO,000,000. 
Ou this valuation under the law of 1883, 
above referred to, a common school tax of 
JUUU.OOO must be levied or an equivalent 
sum supplied from the general fund. The 
state university tax on the same valuation 
at 9.4.0 mills ou the dollar, as provided by 
law 
would require $135,000 more. Of 


the surplus now on hand iu the general 
fund $732,570 has beeu applied to meet 
these two charge*. In this manner the 
state tax levy for 1S94 has been reduced 
three quarters of a million dollars, while 
the revenues which go to maintain the 
educational iuterests of the state remain 
unimpaired.

To illustrate tne effect of this policy a 


comparison is here given of the amounts 
levied against four counties in 1883, 1B!K) 
and 18H4, the last years of the Rusk, Hoard 
and Pw-ck administrations, together with

of their common schools. 
The ones given 


are representative of the larger, middle 
and small classed counties of the state.

That of Sir Isaac Newton. 


While Sir l*aac Newton was idly wan- 


dering his way through the shady avenues 
of an apple orchard but a low centuries 
back his silent thoughts wore abruptly 
disturbed by a sharp crack upon his 
cranium. 


On recovering his senses he discovered 


that n large, ripe descendant o£ tho for- 
bidden fruit had become detached from a 
well laden branch and for some unknown 
reason had made its way toward the 
ground,'though incidentally mooting with 
an obstacle which retarded its course. 


This simple incident set Mr. Newton to 


thinking, and ho wonder- -d why the applo 
should fall downward and not upward. 


This gave rise to additional meditation, 


while others took up tho study, and it was 
finally contended that there was a force 
which caused fill things to sink to the earth, 
and so, upon Sit Isaac's discovery, tho 
laws of attraction and gravitation wcro 
founded until now the Newtonian theory 
is recognized in physics as a scientific 
truth. 


Robert Stevenson, in a recent lecture 


before tho Academy of Science, made 16 
known that tho illustrious Isaac "was 
not in it," so to speak, and that his theory 
as regards the falling of an apple down- 
ward was simply the product of a diseased 
imagination. 


Mr. Stevenson docs not hold that an 


apple should make its way heavenward to 
feed the angels, but contends that tho 
Newtonian laws have nothing to do with 
the production of the laws of gravitation, 
and that if the world revolved at a greater 
velocity than its present limit the inhab- 
itants thereon would bo enabled to walk 
about in tho air without the least incon- 
venience, while apples would fall upward, 
downward, eastward, westward or any 
other direction, at the mercy of tho wind. 


He further contended that a horizontal 


bar would reach the ground much quicker 
than a falling body and concluded by stat- 
ing upon authority that the common say- 
ing, ''the sun rises" or tho' -suri sets" is 
positively false, as the sun is quite sta- 
tionary, while it is tlie earth that revolves 
onco every 24 hours, thus meeting the sun 
daily.—San Francisco Call.

'IMPLICATED fIN THE LIKENS 


LETTER BUSINESS.

the first witness hoard on ttie soecuJ day 
of tlie trial of the cuuso iu which the gov- 
ernor is churned with lnnii« purticeps 
crimiiiis iu the violation of tho privacy of 
the uinil. The court room, as might Imve 
been expected with the governor on the 
witness stand in such a case, was packed, 
everybody anxious to hear what the gov 
eruor had to say. He repudiated any 
knowledge of the way the letter came into 
the hands of the ufticiuls. 
He declared ho 


had never had anything to do in the mat- 
ter whatever, and was greatly surprised 
when he learned that lie had been charged 
with an unlawful act. 
He never had any 


conversation with any person fop the pur- 
pose of entering into a conspiracy for nuy 
purpose. 


Simply K«nd It uiul Unfilled It Buck. 
•'The letter in question was handed to 


me to read," he said, "and I had to take it 
in my hands to do so. I immediately re- 
turned it to the person who handed it to 
me, and this is my entire and only connec- 
tion with it. It might have been a forgery 
for all I know, and it did not attract my 
attention to any extent, as I considere 1 it 
of little importance. Chief of Police Arm- 
strong is mcst certainly mistaken in his 
statement that he got the letter from me. 
I did not think it wise of the fire and po- 
lice board to remove Mrs. Likens from the 
position of police matron, and opposed it 
in every way I cauld. I have known Mrs. 
Kate Dwyer, the present matron, for a 
number of years. She called upon me 
frequently regarding the removal of Mrs. 
Likens, but I never uave her any en- 
couriiuement and discouraged all proposi- 
tions she made to this end." 


What \Vaite Told Mrs. Love. 


After Governor \Vaite lett the stand the 


prosecution called some witnesses who 
could not be produced previously. Mrs. 
Dr. Low, a leading member of one of the 
local charity organizations of which Mrs. 
Likens is also a member, after reading the 
letter published by Mr. Mullins, casting 
reflect ious upon the character of Mrs. 
Likens, called upon Governor Waite and 
asked for the reasons for Mrs. Likens" re- 
moval. "He said," Mrs. Love testified, 
"the removal was not because she was a 
Bepublican but because of a letter which 
had been 
receiver! compromising 
her 


character. 
The governor gave me a letter 


to Chief Armstrong requesting him to let 
rne see the letter, but when I presented it 
the chief said de did not hiive the letter 
and sent me to Mr. Mullins. 


Mullins Wouldn't Show the Letter. 


"Mr. Mullius refused to show me the let- 


ter, but. said it was very compromising 
and sufficient to cause Mrs. Likens' re- 
moval from office. The impression I ar- 
rived «t from my conversation with Gov- 
ernor Waite, Mullins and Armstrong, was 
that the removal was made because of this 
letter and not for th« purpose of cutting 
down expenses, as alleged by the police 
board." 


J. Warner Mills, n leading Populist, was 


placed on the stand. He said he had 
known Mrs. Likens since childhood, and 
never before had he hear'l a single word 
spoken against her character. After read- 
ing the charges made by Dennis Mullius 
he went to the city hall to investigate. 


Mullius in a pompous manner informed 


him that the letters and proofs in his pos- 
session showing up the character of Mrs. 
Likens were very strong but were not yet 
ready to be shown to the public. During 
his conversation with President Mullins, 
Mills said he charged him with bringing 
religions matters into this prosecution, 
and Mullins did riot deny the charge. 


lint Whore In tho Letter ? 


Chief of Police Armstrong was recalled 


for the purpose of contradicting the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Dr. Love, but failed to do so. 
Both sides then announced their caso 
closed. And the curious thing is tiiat the 
letter that caused all the trouble did not 
appear in evidence at all. 


Attorney Salts, of counsel for defense, 


moved that the case be dismissed for want 
of jurisdiction. 
His motion wan denied 


by tlie commissioner. The prosecution 
arraigned (he accused most 
savagely, 


chari/iiifc that Mrs. Kate Dwyer anil Pres- 
ident MulliiH were the leading conspir- 
ators in the case, but that Chief of Police 
Armstrong and Governor Waite, in allow- 
ing themselves to be used in the carrying 
out of the purposes of these two, were 
equally guilty, whether they noted inno- 
cently or not. At the conclusion of the 
arguments Commissioner llinsdalu ren- 
dered his dec'.sion, which acquitted Gov- 
ernor Waite, as though he had read ttio 
letter he knew nothing of how it came 
into the possession of those who gave it to 
him. 


Tlie commissioner held the other de- 


fendants to the grand jury in $500 each. 
He did not blame Mr*. Dwyer for opening 
the letter, which was addressed on the en- 
velooe to "The Police Matron," but after 
she had opened it and found that it was 
addressed directly to Mrs. Likens she had 
no right to detain it, but should have im- 
mediately lent it to Mrs. Likens. The re. 
tention of the letter for some lim? by 
Mrs. Dwyer and the other two defendants, 
and its use to injure Mrs. Likens, was an 
offense tbitt h* would let the grand jury 
investigate further.

corolla it is confined almost entirely to 


! the epidermal cells and occurs chielly in

In smaller 


quantities il is round in the anthers and 
pistil, but Hie mesophyl and assimilation 
tissue of the leaf were) entirely devoid of 
nicotine in nil Hie samples examined. Dr. 
Toni believes the functions of nicotine to 
bo simply excretory, being u product of 
tho reduction of oxygenous substances. 
Uy Borne it has been assumed that nicotino 
exercises u protective influence on the to- 
bacco plant to keep marauding insects nt 
buy, but this u.s.Mimption is not borne out 
by observation, us both the fresh und dried 
leaves are eaten by many insects.—Phila- 
delphia Press.

The parade of the Grand Army of the 


Republic at Pittsburg on Sept. 11 may 
possibly bo loss imposing iu point of 
numbers thau some which huvo taken 
place in the past, especially those at 
liostou, Washington and Indianapolis, 
although Pittsburg lies in the center of 
a stretch of territory which furnished

moro than one-third of the soldiers of 
the war—the states of Pennsylvania, 
New York and Ohio. 
But whether tho 


gathering be largo or small tho event 
is great iu significance and in tho sug- 
gestions for now ideas or the rearrange- 
ment of former ones which it brings 
with it. Tho anniversary is hold upon 
soil peculiarly sacred to the catise rep- 
resented at this gathering. 
Pennsylva- 


nia gave more sous according to her 
quota as a sacrifice to tho god of battles 
thau any other state in the Union. She 
stood on tho border in 1861. 
She sent 


the first vo'nnteer defenders to tho im- 
periled capital in tho crisis following 
Sum tor. Her genius ruled in the na- 
tional camps and councils, and within 
her limits, fair set among the charming 
hills of the Cumberland, lies the battle- 
field of Gettysburg. 
Cold must be the 


heart that will not respond befitting 
the occasion and give the hour to grati- 
tude and congratulation. 


There remains little to bo said of the 


sacrifices of the armies whose remnants 
shall marc1' along Fifth avenue on Sept. 
12. Four hundred thousand dead and 
a long procession of the stricken and 
maimed is the story tho nation knows, 
alas, too well. But there is another side 
to the patriotism of the Union soldier 
that might bo recalled today, a less 
growsoino one to dwell upon and a more 
iioblo one because it furnished tho in- 
spiration for those deeds of courage 
whose glory brightens as tho years roll 
on. It would be an easy task to prove 
that tho Grand Army, itself n body 
unique in the world's experience, is 
not due to military clanship nor to the 
protective union principle which is so 
active in this ora. 
Tho genins of the 


Grand Army lived in tho breasts of tho 
soldiery in the war days, and the mind 
is almost startled to come upon such 
witnesses to the fact as this poem of 
Miles O'Reilly's, "Tho Song of tho Sol- 
diers," written iu camp in 1802: 


Comrades known In marches many, 
Comrades tried In diuiKd's many. 
Comrades hound by memories many. 


Brothers ever let UH hi1. 


Wounds or sickness may divide us, 
Marching orders may divide us, 
Hut w hatcver fate betide u», 


Brothers ot the heart arc <ve. 


Comrades know n by faith the clearest. 
Tried when death was near and nearest. 
Bound \vc aic hy ties the dearest. 


Brothers evermore to be. 


And If snarml nnd growing older. 
Shoulder Mill in lino with fihouldcr, 
And wltb hearts no thrill the colder, 


Brotbors ever we Hiiaii be, 


liy communion of the banner, 
Crimson, white and htarry banner. 
By tho baplihm of the banner

Still, whatever fate betide UH,

There is nothing of hordid selfishness 


nor of caste or guild oxclnsiveness 
breathing through those lines. No moro 
were there to bo found in tho hearts of 
Stephenson and his colleagues, who in 
their bivouac in tho southwest in 1804 
dreamed ont their magnificent scheme 
for perpetuating in peace the spirit of 
fraternity, charity and* loyalty which 
characterized fho woldiors in the field. 
The veterans1 estimates of themselves 
are far too modest when thc-y rent satis- 
fied with enlogifs upon their battlefield 
prowess and their heroic bearing under 
severest hardship, and if proximity to 
scenes bo rich in war ahsociations shall 
unloose the tongue* of Commander in 
Chief Adams and his staff of orators at 
tho encampment thr-y may give to tho 
careless yet responsive throngs of out- 
siders new cause to doff their hats to 
the Grand Army. They will tell us how 
tho soldier set tho pace for Union savers 
in 1801 and how, by tho guiding and 
shaping amid tho storm and stress of 
civil war of thr>sc> same men, tho yeo- 
manry, who filled tho ranks as volun- 
teers 30 years ago, thi-) vast nation sprang 
into existence f rom an aggregation of 
fctates whose watchword until then both 
north and south had been state .suprema- 
cy. They might give voice to the claim

tho military spirit of the 
bratvs with duo civic and military 
eclat 
The war—-that is, tho war now 


held in memory, that which announces 
itself by cannon poal and the "clash of 
resounding arms''—would not have beeu 
oomiMftuvd nor maintained but for 
their Spartan vim, their virile, aggres- 
sive, unsordid and unfaltering attitude 
when statesmen hesitated and civic 
leaders trembled; that tho war was right 
and everlastingly right and must go on 
nnd that they would stand surety for 
its success. 


Had there been no volunteer army with 


its blood up, uo martyred Ellsworths 
and Bakers und Lyons and Winthrops 
appealing from their crimson shrouds 
with "lifeblood warm and wet," no 
Cuahiags and El lets and Wordeus and 
Morrises and Farragurs to tread the 
decks, and no Hancocks, no Warrens, 
uo Uptons, no Cnsters and no Shcri- 
diuis, with their ilrm battalions stand- 
ing sword in hand, tho war would have 
fizzled out iu six mouths for lack of en- 
thusiasm. This is history, and because 
the veteran when all was accomplished 
glided quietly back to his commonplace 
groove as a man and a neighbor, show- 
ing many of the weaknesses and foibles 
of tho common mold, is no reason for 
losing sight of the grander part of him. 
A slice of Napoleon's high minded phi- 
losophy would suit the occasion. 
'' I remember nothing but Austerlite,'' 


he said when people complained to him 
truthfully that hiB old marshal, Soult, 
who had made Napoleon and France by 
his wonderful genius and valor on that 
field, was becoming ambitious and self 
important. 
"As ho fought then think 


of him," and there will be uo room for 
too familiar trifles to break tho spell of 
distance. 


THE G. A. R. IN THE FUTURE. 
The veterans passed tho half century 


point some years ago. 
How long will 


they remain upon the stage iu sufficient 
numbers to give spirit to ceremonies 
commemorating tho civil war? Twenty 
years from now wo shall bo celebrating 
the centennial of tho victories at Luu- 
dy's Lone, Lake Champlain and Balti- 
more; also that of Jackson over Paken- 
hani at New Orleans, and about that 
time the semicentennial of the closing 
battles of the civil war. 
Is it a daring 


assumption to presume that there will 
then bo living twice as many Union 
veterans as there were boys in blue on 
any of the battlefields of 1801 -5? Thew 
are good grounds for believing that such 
will be the case. 


There were about 2,000,000 individ- 


uals recruited for the Ucion armies, of 
which number 800,000 (official figures) 
died iu service, and at least 40,000 died 
after discharge during tho war who are 
not included in tho government statis- 
tics. At tho close of the war, then, in 
18(55, there wero living about 1,000,000 
veterans averaging about 20 years of 
age. 
At the average rate'for men in 


health tho number would decrease in 
30 years about 480,000, leaving 1,120,- 
000 survivors iu 18!)4. About four years 
ago the pension und Grand Army roles 
and the rosters of veteran associations 
showed 1,850,000 survivors, but part of 
the figures were not trustworthy, and 
a revision of them, together with the 
deaths of tho past five years, has 
brought tho number down to 1,000,000. 
In other words, there have been 000,000 
deaths iu 30 years, an increase of the 
usual mortuary rate. 
But if there aro 


only a million left, those being of ad- 
vanced, ago and tho mortuary rate has 
been excessive thus far, docs that argue 
against marshaling an army of them 20 
years hence? Their average ages now 
are about 50. The death report of the 
departments of Michigan and Now York 
for 18»:! and of tho national encamp- 
ment for the whole United States for 
1892 
shows that the mortuary rate is 


less thau the average recognized by in- 
surauco actuaries. 


Tho Michigan report for 20,000 veter- 


ans, averaging 5o years, showed a mor- 
tality of 15 to 1,000, that of Now York 
a rato of 20 in 1,000 among 41,000, and 
tho national report for 400,000 men, in- 
cluding inmates of soldiers' homes, pre- 
sumably tho least healthy of tho surviv- 
ors, a rato of 17 to J, 000. Tho average 
ago of tho veterans in 1804 is usually 
fixed at 55 by experts, and tho rate of 
mortality for average men at that ago is 
about 22 in 1,000. That tho loss sinco 
the war has boon excessive no one will 
dispute, but that naturally would occur 
iu tho ducado following tho soldiers' 
discharge. 
Men wore discharged for 


wounds and diseases by the hundreds of 
thousands, and no doubt death claimed 
them within a fuw years at a rato three 
or four times greater than tho average

for civilians. 
Over 200,000 men died 


fro"i diseases in tho army, and it must 
bo snpimtcd that tho seeds of death were 
brought out of tho army by tens of 
thon°ands of those, discharged out of 
hospitals or prison parole camps. 


As lifts been stated, tho death rate is 


now much under tho average for civil- 
ians, and the veteran at 55 or 5ft, or oven 
at 57—which is probably the proper ago 
to consider—all things l>cing equal, has 
one chance i" three of reaching 70 and 
of taking part in the, double celebration 
of 1015, and each of tho 200,000 or 300,- 
OOX) alive at that date will "nava one 
chanco in five of reaching tho ago of 86 
•s ono of the 40,000 or 60,000 «nrv>Torm 


At tho present time there is about < 
veteran iu nvery 00 inhabitant?, old 
mud young, or in every 19 adult mm, 
and at that late, if tho population in- 
creases normally, there will bo one to 
every 1,700 |>ooplo or every 850 adult 
men—that is to say that iu the average 
gathering of 350 men at a patriotic 
meeting or on election there will be one 
tottering veteran of 80 years. Not much 
ehiiuce for G. A. R. gatherings then, 
surely, except in tho groat cities. 
Tho 


record of longevity among tho veterans 
of the war of 1812 and of the Mexican 
war sustains the.^e calculations, and this 
thought has been carried still further by 
a writer in tho Washington Post, who 
sees the dramatic and interesting climax 
a generation beyond that I have hinted 
at, or at tho middle of the next century, 
with tho centennial days of the Mexi- 
can war, the discovery of gold and the 
conquest of California. He says:

It Is an impressive If not bewildering thought. 


It carries tu to a iwriod when the millions of 
today nhall be doublnd, and when among thu 
teeming hosts misled with thvlr own ambi- 
tion*, confronted with new responsibilities, 
radiant iu the light of nuw revelations, atran- 
Kem, except through history, to the mighty 
events out of which so glorious a destiny was 
wrought, this unlltnry soldier shall bo the sole 
reminder and Incarnation, us it were, of the 
heroic sue of the Union. 


The war of the American Revolution closed 


In 1*83. At that lime a aoldiur belonging to 
tho regiment of New York militia commanded 
by Colonel Murinus Wlllett, who had been 
four years in the army, wns a young man of 
S«. Eighty-six years later, April C>, 1SU9, having 
reached the Krait ago of II*), he waa gathered 
to hl.i heroic fathers at tho town of Freedom 
(not 
inaptly named), Cattnraugus county, N. Y. 


His mime WUH Dtvnlol F. Bukeman, und he was 
the liiht of the Revolutionary pensioners under 
special act of congress. 


The lnot of the Revolutionary pensioners on 


the regular roll was Samuel Downing of Sara- 
toga county, N. Y., who unlisted as H private iu 
17SO, when only 14, and dlod In IfcUT at 101. 


Only SI yenra ago there walked among ut 


one who bore u muhket at tho surrender of 
Coruwallis. yet lived to hear thu tldlnid of the 
our lender at Appomattox! 
Thvee inculenls furnish no data, of course, 


on which to base exact foreknowledge of tho 
Umo when there blnill remain in the land of 
the living only a single holdlur of tliu great ar- 
mies thnt wero disbanded In JSto, but It is not 
unreasonable to suppo.se that, even if none of 
tho veterans of the war Is spared to tho extraor- 
dinary age of Daniel Bakemitn, it will be re- 
served to some of them to turn the century 
point. If there Is a soldier who, like Samuel 
Downing, was but 17 when dlwlnirgfd from tho 
eorvlce, ami lives to Downing'* age, he will die 
In lli-ta. If 23 at the time ol bis discharge, and 
ho lives to the fivescore und nine of Daniel 
Bakeman, ho will die In KIS1. The chances aru 
that tho man who 13 destined to bear the proud 
but melancholy distinction of being the last 
survivor will not be living later than 11)60. 


And what a retrospect will be bis us, stand- 


Ing upon this remnle and Isolated acclivity, 
ho peoples the haxy distances of the past with

armies and banners; with the great captains 
long since culled to Iliclr reward; with the 
charge and countercharge of legions melting 
in the smoke of the conflict; with Uot<hcetcd 
dead that haunt vast battlefield*; with the 
final blending Into skleH of blue the vanishing 
clouds of gray, tho aftermath of glory, tho 
grand review, the grateful Inccnxe of peace 
and the lino of inarch toward Immortality, of 
which uncounted hfudHtoncs aro then the 
only tracos, save his worn und weary self, 
walling for the signal of welcome from the 
shining ramparts just above him! 


Sixty years from today It may be, In some 


great cemetery of the nation's dead, or haply 
within «onio quiet churchyard, will be reared 
a mound of flowers over the grave of tho last 
survivor, for, though be bo a stranger among 
strangers, a wulf upon the shore l"f t by tho re- 
ceding tide, with not a comrade to bear him 
company, ho will not be unbefrloiided. Thero 
will be sons of \cterans. grandsons of \eterans, 
daughters and granddaughters of vetoians to 
guard bis declining footstep**, to smooth his 
dying momenta, »ubllmcr far than those of 
Napoleon at St. Helena, to write his wondrous 
epitaph and over bin fishi-n build a tilting mon- 
ument. 


Many and momentous may bo tho changes 


that our country in tho evolution of Us prog- 
ress shall meanwhile witness. Tho flag that 
floats above us this morning in all Its constel 
latcd Kplomrbr may gleam with other stars, 
transplanted to Its azuro field from both the 
northern and nouthern firmaments. Now con- 
ditions may bo developed to challenge the pro- 
fotmdest philosophy and bravest Btnlcsmnn- 
Hblpof the age in their adjustment to an ad- 
vancing civilization. Dangers that uo wot not 
of may arise In the solution of sorlal and eco- 
nomic problems to further tax the stability of 
our institutions Hut In God's good provi- 
dence tho covenant of union, sealed with the 
blood of opulent self sarriflci*, llie fiagranco of 
which OKcendt, today from a hundred thousand 
altarH, shall remain unbroken untl immutable. 
Ilka the. bow of promise In its beauty, but liko 
the overarching heavens themselves In its 
bending majesty and perennial duration.
